The Lawyers' Cooperative 
Publishing Company, Rochester, N. Y. Especially noteworthy 
in this digest is the success which has been attained in avoiding 
confusing repetition. Each paragraph contains a distinct point of 
law and every effort has been made to prevent its reappearance 
in slightly different language. The citations are principally offi- 
cial and include the decisions of the principal courts in the United 
States, England, and Canada. The matter is rendered unusually 
available by the many titles and cross-references, many of the 
former being new, such as, for example, the title of " Secrets," 
which relates to the comparatively new and important subject of 
property in secrets. In classification, arrangement, and every 
other point of view, it is an admirable digest. 

Lawyers' Reports, Annotated. Book XII. (12 L. R. A.) Edited 
by Robert Desty. The Lawyers' Cooperative Pub. Co., Rochester, 
N. Y. This volume includes all the current cases of general value 
and importance decided in the United States, State, and Territorial 
Courts, fully annotated by the editor. In the annotations, com- 
parisons and elaborations give a view of the law as it now exists. 
Some of the most valuable of these discuss the subjects of 
Mechanics' Liens, Patents for Combinations, Delivery of Deeds, 
Conspiracies or Boycotts, Homestead Exemptions, and Collateral 
Inheritance Taxes. In view of the increasing number of reports, 
text-books, and treatises, the method followed in this volume 
ought to constantly increase in popularity and become a great 
labor saving device to the lawyer.
